The meetings scheduled are un­ 
der the auspices of the thirty de­ 
nominations 
cooperating 
in 
the 
name of 
the 
Interchurch 
World I 
Movement who will seek to raise 
$336,777,572 April 25 to May 2, for 
their largely extended program of |j 
church activities. 
The conference for Pettis county, 
will be held in the Central Presby­ 
terian church af Sedalia. April 13, 
and will be attended by the pastor, 
one layman and one lay woman of 
each church, as well as many visi­ 
tors interested in the movement. 
The problem of obtaining 100,000 L 
new leaders needed the next five 
years by the churches will be pre- | 
sented to.the young people at these 
conferences, and talks on finding 
life work will be 
given.
